GENTLEMEN: 

Complying  with  our  agreement  and  Chapter  8,  Section  6,  of  the 
City  Ordinances.  I  have  made  an  examination  of  the  books  and  underlying 
records  of  the  City  of  Manchester  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1961 
and  am  submitting  in  this  connection  my  report  consisting  of  exhibits, 
supporting   schedules   and   comments. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  and  financial 
records  and  such  other  procedures  as  was  considered  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. I  examined  or  tested  the  accounts  and  records  in  the  various  City 
departments,  as  well  as  the  Financial  Resolutions  and  other  authorizations 
affecting  the  finances  of  the  City. 

The  general  books  of  the  City  are  kept  on  a  cash-accrual  basis.  Except 
for  the  Taxes  and  Accounts  Receivable,  the  books  reflect  cash  receipts  and 
disbursements  during  the  year.  However,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  unpaid 
departmental  commitments  and  payrolls  in  some  of  the  departments  are  recorded 
to  charge  the  department  with  these  items  and  to  accrue  the  outstanding 
liabilities. 

BALANCE  SHEET  —  REVENUE  ACCOUNTS 
EXHIBIT  A 

The  Balance  Sheet,  Revenue  Accounts,  reflects  the  financial  condition 
of  the  City  of  Manchester  at  the  close  of  business  December  31.  1961.  Special 
and  restricted  funds  are  included  in  the  Balance  Sheet.  Exhibit  L — A  Com- 
parative Balance  Sheet — shows  the  increases  and  decreases  in  the  various 
accounts  between  the  years  1960  and  1961. 

CASH  ON  HAND  AND  IN  BANKS  —  $1,738,766.93 

Verification  of  the  cash  in  the  various  banks  was  made  by  reconciliation 
to  the  bank  statements  as  well  as  the  independent  confirmation  received 
directl)  from  the  depositories  while  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  and  in  custody  of  several  departmental  officials  was  verified 
by  count  during  the  audit. 
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A  substantial  number  of  checks  cancelled  during  the  year  were  compared 
with  the  cash  disbursements  records  while  the  cash  receipts  recorded  in  the 
Treasurer's  office  were  traced  to  the  bank  deposits.  The  Treasurer's  records 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  were  in  agreement  with  the  Auditor's  as  well 
as  with   the   records   kept   in   the  various  departments. 

The  cash  reconciliation  included  both  Revenue  and  Non-Revenue  accounts 
since  these  items  are  embraced  in  one  cash  account. 

TAXES  RECEIVABLE  —  $883,907.96 

A  listing  of  the  open  accounts  was  made  as  at  June  30,  1962  and 
Exhibit  A,  Schedule  2,  discloses  the  difference  between  the  controlling  account 
and  the  balances  verified.  A  substantial  number  of  unpaid  taxes  were  circularized 
and  any  differences  indicated  in  the  replies  were  thoroughly  examined  and 
satisfactorily  explained.  Postings  of  the  cash  receipts  to  the  various  tax 
ledgers  were  test  checked. 

The  Property  and  Poll  Tax  Warrants  for  the  year  were  completely  footed 
nnd  proved  to  the  records  in  the  Auditor's  and  the  Assessor's  office.  Additional 
assessments   and   abatements   were    examined    for   proper   authorizations. 

HEAD  TAXES  —  $71,100.00 

The  Head  Tax  Warrant  was  also  proved  to  the  Auditor's  and  Assessor's 
records.  Cash  receipt  postings  were  tested  to  the  tax  ledger.  The  Head  Taxes, 
when  collected,  are  payable  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

TAX  TITLES  —  $51,029.70 
TAX  DEEDS     —       7.622.27 

Property  acquired  because  of  nonpayment  of  taxes  are  represented  bv  the 
above  items  and  a  listing  taken  as  at  June  30.  1962  was  in  agreement  with 
the  control. 

DEPARTMENTAL  ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  —  $54,089.26 

Exhibit  A.  Schedule  4.  summarizes  the  activity  in  the  Accounts  Receivable. 
Although  no  independent  confirmation  was  made  on  the  above  accounts,  the 
records  of  the  City  Auditor  were  examined  supporting  the  above  amount. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  —  WATER  WORKS  —  $87,952.86 

The  activity  of  the  Accounts  Receivable  in  the  Water  Works  is  shown  on 
Exhibit  A.  Schedule  5.  Requests  for  confirmation  were  mailed  to  a  large 
number  of  open  accounts  and  charges  and  credits  to  the  ledger  cards  were  tested. 
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TEMPORARY  REVENUE  LOANS  —  $1,000,000.00 

This  liability  represents  a  short-term  loan  dated  July  12,  1961  and  was 
paid  March   14,    1962. 

ACCOUNTS  PAYABLE  AND  ACCRUALS  —  $567,823.68 

At  the  end  of  the  year  all  known  unpaid  departmental  commitments  for 
both  departmental  bills  and  payrolls  were  accrued  with  corresponding  charges 
to  the  departments,  appropriations.  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  6,  is  a  detail  of 
this  liability. 

REVENUE  APPROPRIATION  BALANCES  —  $501,778.30 

The  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  approved  the  balances  carried  to 
1962   as  shown  on  Exhibit  G. 

WATER  REVENUE  —  $87,952.86 

This  balance  represents  the  unpaid  uncollected  Accounts  Receivable  of 
the  Water  Works  and  is  credited  to  their  appropriation  when  the  receivables 
arc   collected. 

1962  REVENUE  COLLECTED  IN  ADVANCE  —  $32,152.07 

Permits  and  fees  collected  in  1961  applicable  to  the  fiscal  year  1962  are 
reflected  in  the  above  balance. 

TAILINGS  —  $7,722.63 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  8,  Section  31,  of  the  City  Ordinances  this 
liability   records   outstanding   checks   for  wages,   fees   and   miscellaneous   items. 

OTHER  FUNDS  —  $15,491.09 

Cash  for  these  items  is  included  in  the  caption  "Cash  Unavailable  for 
City  Purposes".  No  attempt  was  made  to  audit  the  cafeteria  fund  since  the 
City  merely  acts  as  a  depository  for  this  fund. 

The  Manchester  Athletic  School  Funds  represents  the  amount  on  deposit 
with   the   City   Treasurer  and   does   not   reflect   the   full  activity  of   the  school 

athletics. 

PARKING  METERS  —  $111,717.90 

Exhibit  A,  Schedule  8,  summarizes  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  the 
Parking  Meter  account  during  the  year  1961.  Disbursements  from  this  account 
are  limited  to  parking  meters  and  traffic  control  expenditures. 

REVENUE  OF    1961    AND  PRIOR  YEARS    (SURPLUS)    --  $408,438.73 

Exhibit  A,  Schedules  9  .9A  and  9B  discloses  information  relative  to  the 
changes   in   the  Surplus  account. 
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Schedule  9A  is  a  summary  of  the  budgetary  operation  of  the  current  year 
while  Schedule  9B  shows  the  activity  in  the  Estimated  Revenue  account  of 
the  City. 

The  following  is  a  comparison  of  the  Budgetary  Credits  showing  the 
ratio  of  Tax  Levy,  Estimated  Revenue  and  Surplus  Appropriation  to  the 
total  Revenue.

In  1961  $333,120.15  was  transferred  from  the  Surplus  account  to 
Budgetary  Credits  as  compared  with  no  withdrawals  the  previous  year.  To  a 
large  extent,  this  appropriation  was  the  principal  reason  for  the  decrease  in  the 
Surplus  account  of  $236,374.28.  However,  the  charge  was  partially  offset 
because  the  Actual  Revenue  exceeded  the  Budgetary  Estimated  Revenue  by 
$33,857.87,  the  departments  underexpended  their  appropriations  by  $49,796.20 
and  there  were  other  miscellaneous  receipts.

Exhibits  I  and  J 
detail  the  activity  in  the  Highway  Department. 

City  Treasurer 

The  City  Treasurer's  books  and  records  were  examined  and  proved  to  the 
controlling  account  in  the  City  Auditor's  office.  A  substantial  number  of 
voucher  and  payroll  checks  were  compared  with  the  cash  disbursements  records 
and  the  cash  receipts  were  traced  to  the  bank  deposits. 

Assessors 

In  addition  to  examining  proper  approval  of  abatements  and  additional 
assessments,  the  1961  Tax  Warrants  issued  by  the  Assessor  were  proved  and 
the  tax  rate  of  $60  per  $1,000  was  confirmed  by  direct  correpondence  with 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Tax  Commission. 

Tax  Collector 

The  Tax  Collector's  tax  ledgers  were  examined  and  a  substantial  number 
of  credit  entries  were  checked  to  the  ledger  account.  The  daily  cash  receipts 
were  traced  to  the  cashbook  and  proved  to  the  controlling  account  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer  and  City  Auditor.
